A more dotailod dis- 
cussion of th.o noitits oo*’Rrad lir the intor'o^lcw. 
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in pacing, explains why the revolution in Russia brought the 
proletariat to power. In previous revolutions it usually happened 
that the workers did all the fighting at the barricades, shed their 
blood and overthrew the old order, but power passed into the 
hands of the bourgeoisie, which oppressed and exploited the 
workers. That was the case in England and in France. That 
was the case in Germany. In Russia, however, things took a 
different turn. In Russia, the workers did not merely represent 
the shock troops of the revolution. While serving as the shock 
troops of the revolution, the Russian proletariat at the. same 
time strove for hegemony, for the political leadership of all the 
exploited masses of town and country, rallying them around 
itself, detaching them from the bourgeoisie and politically iso- 
laung the bourgeoisie. Being the leader of the exploited masses, 
^e Russian proletariat all the time waged a fight to seize power 
'in its own hands and utilize it in its own interests against the 
bourgeoisie and against capitalism. This explains why every 
powerful outbreak of the revolution in Russia, as in October 
J905, and in February igry, gave rise to Soviets of Workers’ 
Deputies as the embryo of the new apparatus of power-^the 
function of which would be to crush the bourgeoisie-as against 
the bourgeois parliament, the old apparatus of power— the func- 
tion of which was to crush the proletariat. On two occasions the 
bourgeoisie in Russia tned to restore the bourgeois parliament 
Md put an end to the soviets: in August 1917, at the time of the 
"Preliminary Parliament" prior to the capture of power by the 
BoUheviks, and in January 1918, at the time of the "Constituent 
Assembly" after power had been seized by the proletariat. On 
both occasions th^ efforts failed. Why? Because the bourgeoisie 
was already politically isolated. The vast masses of the toilers 
the proletariat as the sole leader of the revolution and 
the soviets had already been tried and tested by the masses as 
their own workers’ government. For the proletariat to have sub- 
stituted these soviets by a bourgeois parliament would have been 
tantamount to committing suicide. It is not surprising, therefore, 
^at bourgeois parliamentarism did not take root in Russia. That 
is why the revolution in Russia led to the establishment of the 
rule of the proletariat. These were the results of the application 
of the Leninist system of the hegemony of the proletariat in 
revolution.

Fifth: the national and colonial question. In analyzine the 
events m Ireland, India, China and the Central European coun- 
ties like Poland and Hungary, in their time, Marx and Engels 
developed the basic, initial ideas of the national and colonial 
quesuon. In his works Lenin based himself on these ideas. Lenin’s 
new contribution in this field was: (a) that he gathered these 
ideas into one symmetrical system of views on national and 
colonial revolutions in the epoch of imperialism; (b) that he 
connected the national and colonial question with the question 
of overthrowing imperialism, and (c) that he declared the nation- 
al and colonial question to be a component part of the general 
question of international proletarian revolution. 

Finally: the question of the party of the proletariat. Marx 
and Engels gave the main outlines of the idea of the Party as 
being the vanguard of the proletariat, without which (the party), 
the proletariat could not achieve its emancipation, could not cap- 
ture power or reconstruct capitalist society, Lenin’s new contribu- 
tion to this theory was that he developed these outlines further 
and applied them to the nesv conditions of the proletarian strug- 
gle in the period of imperialism and showed: (a) that the party 
is a higher form of the class organization of the proletariat as 
compared with the other forms of proletarian otganization (labor 
unions, co-operative societies, state organization) and, more- 
over, its function is to generalize and direct the work of these or- 
gan^tions; (b) that the dictatorship of the proletariat may be 
realiz^ only through the party as its directing force; (c) that 
the dictatorship of the proletariat can be complete only iE it is led 
by a single party, the Communist Party, which does not and must 
not sh^ leadership with any other party; and (d) that without 
iron disdpline in the party, the tasks of the dictatorship of the 
proletariat to crush the exploiters and to transform class society 
into socialist society cannot be fulfilled. 

This, in the main, is the new contribution which Lenin made 
in his works; he developed and made more concrete the doctrines 
of Marx in a manner applicable to the new conditions of the pro- 
letarian struggle in the period of imperialism. 

"That is why we say that Leninism is Marxism of the epoch 
of imperialism and proletarian revolutions. 

From this it is clear that Leninism cannot be separated from 
Marxism, still less can it be contrasted with Marxism.

Question j. What nevr principles have Lenin and the Com- . 

munist Party added to Marxism in practice? Would it be correct [-V ■ / — 

to say that Lenin believed in ‘'constnictive revolution” whereas r ^ 

Marx was more inclined to wait for the culmination of the de- ^ ^ 


velopment of economic forces? 

Answer: I think that X^enin "added” no "new principles" to 
Marxism nor did Lenin abolish any of the "old" principles of 
Marxism* Lenin was and remained a loyal and consistent pupil 
of Marx and Engels, and wholly and entirely based himself on 
the principles of Marxism^ But Lenin did not merely carry 
out the doctrines of Marx and Engels, He developed these doc^ 
trines further. What does that mean? It means that he developed 
the doctrines of Marx and Engels in accordance with the new 
conditions of development, with the new phase of capitalism, 
with imperialisim Tliis means that in developing fur^er the 
doctrines of Marx in the new conditions of the class struggle, 
Lenin contributed to the general treasury of Marxism something 
new as compared with what was created by Marx and Engels 
and with what they could create in the pre'ini penal ist period 
of capitalism- Moreover, Lenin's contribution to Marxism is based 
wholly and entirely on the principles laid down by Marx and 
Engels, In that sense we speaL of Leninism as Marxism of the 
epoch of imperialism and proletarian revolutions- Here are a 
number of questions in the sphere of which Lenin contributed 
something hew in developing further the doctrines of Marx; 

First: the question of monopolistic capitalism— of imperialism 
as the new phase of capitalism* In Capital, Marx and Engels ana- 
lyzed the basis of capitalism* But Marx and Engels lived in the 
pre-monopoiistic period of capitalism, in the period of the smooth

j THE THREE SOURCES AND THREE 

i COMPONENT PARTS OF MARXISM 

The teaching of Marx evokes throughout the civilized world 
the greatest hostility and hatred on the part of all bourgeois 
science (both ofiicral and liberal) which regards Nfandmi as some* 
thing in the nature of a “pernicious sect." No other attitude is 
to be expected, since there can be no "iropartial" social science 
in a society w'htch is built up oo the class struggle- /I // official and 
liberal science defends wage-slavery in one way or another, 
w^hereas Marxism has declared relentless war on that slavery. To 
expect science to be impartial in a society of wage-slavery is as 
silly and naive as to expect impartiality from employers on the 
question as to whether the workers' wages should be increased 
by decreasing the profits of capital 

However, this is not all. The history of philosophy and that of 
social science shows with perfect dearness that there is nothing in 
Marxism resembling “sectarianism"' in the sense of a secluded, 
fossilized doctrine originating somewhere away from the high 
road of development of world civilization. On the contrary* the 
genius of Marx manifested itself in that he provided the answers 
to questions which had already been put by the advanced brains 
of humanity. 

His teaching came as a direct and immedLate continuation of 
the teaching of the greatest representatives of philosophy, politi- 
cal economy, and socialism. 

The teaching of Marx is all-powerful because it is true. It is 
; complete and harmonious, providing men with a consistent view 

of the universe, which cannot be reconciled with any superstition, 
any reaction, any defense of bourgeois oppression. It is the lawful 
, successor of the best that has been created by humanity in the 

nineteenth century— German philosophy, English political econ- 
omy, and French socialism. 
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It is these three sources, which are also the three component 
parts of Marxism, that we will briefly dwell upon. 

I 

The philosophy of Marxism is materialism. Throughout the 
recent history of Europe, and particularly at the end cf the 
eighteenth century in France, which was the scene of the decisive 
battle against every kind of medieval rubbish, against serfdom 
in institutions and ideas, materialism proved to be the only con* 
sistent philosophy, true to all the teachings of natutral science, 
hostile to superstitions, cant, etc. The enemies of democracy tried, 
therefore, with all their energy, to '^overthrow," undermine and 
defame materialism, and defended various forms of philosophic 
idealism, which always leads, in one way or another, to the 
defense and support of religion. 

Marx and Engels always defended philosophic materialism in 
the most determined manner, and repeatedly explained the 
profound error of every deviation from this basis. Their views 
are more clearly and fully expounded in the works of Engels, 
Ludwig Feuerbach and j4nti-i?u/inTig, which, like the Commu- 
nist Manifesto, are household books for every conscious worker. 

However, Marx did not stop at the materialism of the eight* 
eenth century but moved philosophy forward. He enriched it by 
the achievements of German classical philosophy especially by 
Hegel's system, which in its turn had led to the materialism of 
Feuerbach. Of these the main achievement is dialectics, i.e., the 
doctrine of development in its fuller, deeper form, free from 
one*sidedncss— the doctrine, also, of the relativity of human 
knowledge that provides us with a reflea ion of eternally develop- 
ing matter. The latest discoveries of natural science— radium, 
electrons, the transmutation of elements— are a remarkable con* 
hrmation of the dialeaical materialism of Marx, despite the 
doctrines of bourgeois philosophers with their "new” returns to 
old and rotten idealism. 

While deepening and developing philosophic materialism, 
Marx diried it to its conclusion; he extended its perception of 
nature to the perception of human society* The historical mate- 
rialism of Marx represented the greatest conquest of sdendfic 
thought. Chaos and arbitrariness, which reigned until then in 
the views on history and politics, were replaced by a strikingly 
consistent and harmonious sdentific theory, which showo how 
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out of one order of social life another and higher order develops, 
in consequence of the growth of the productive forces— how 
capitalism, for instance, grows out of serfdom. 

Just as the cognition of man reflects nature developing 
matter) which exists independently of him, so also the social 
cognition of man the various views and doctrines— philo- 

sophic, religious, political, etc.) reflects the economic order of 
society. Political institutions are a superstructure on the economic 
foundation. We see, for example, that the various political forms 
of modem European states serv'e the purpose of strengthening 
the domination of rhe bourgeoisie over the proletariat. 

The philosophy of Marx completes in itself philosophic mate- 
rialism which has provided humanity, and especially the working 
class, with a pow'erful instrument of knowledge. 

II 

Having recognized that the economic order is the foundation 
upon which the political superstructure is erected, Marx devoted 
ail the greater attention to the study of that economic order. The 
principal work of Marx, Capital, is devoted to a study of the 
economic order of modem, capitalist society. 

Classical politic;al economy, before Marx, was built up in Eng- 
land, the most developed capitalist country. Adam Smith and 
David Ricardo, in their investigations of the economic order, laid 
the foundations of the labor theory of value* Marx continued 
their work. He strictly proved and consistently developed this 
j theory. He showed that the value of every commodity is deter* 

I mined by the quantity of socially necessary labor time spent in 

i iu produaion. 

[ Where the bourgeois economists saw a relation of things (the 

I exchange of one commodity for another) Marx revealed a rela- 

tion between men. The exchange of commodities expresses the 
connection between individual producers by means of the market. 
Money signifies that this connection is becoming closer closer, 

I inseparably combining the entire economic life of the individual 

-i producers into one whole. Capital signifies a further development 

of this connection: the labor power of man becomes a commodity. 
The wage laborer sells his labor power to the owner of land, of 
faaorics and instruments of labor. The worker uses one part 
of the labor day to cover the expenditure for the maintenanoe of 
H himself and his family (w'ages), and the other part of the day 
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he Mils without remuneration, and creates surpltts value for the 
capitalist, which is the wurce of profit, the tbun% of wealth of 
the capitalist class*. ^ 

^ ol surplus value is the cornerstone of the eoo- 

nonuc; theory of Maix* 

Capital. (Mated by the labor of the worker, presses upon the 
workers, ruins the petty ownen and creates an army of unem- 
ployed. In industry the virtory of large-scale production may be 
seen at once, but we also see the same phenomenon in t^cnl- 
ttOTi, the superiority of big capitalist agriculture becomes greater, 
me application of machinery grows, peasant economy is caught 
m the noose of money-capital, it declines and becomes ruined 
undCT the burden of a backward technique. In agriculture the 
form of decline of petty production are different, but the decline 
Itself IS an indisputable fact. 

By beating petty production, capital leads to the increase of 
the productivity of labor and to the establishment of a monopoly 
posmon for associations of the biggest capitalists. Production 
Itself becomes more and more.sodal; hundreds of thousands and 
milliom of workers are linked up in a systematic economic 
oigam^ but the produa of the collective labor is appropriated 
by a handful of capitalists. An^chy of production, crises, a 
mnons hunt after markets, and the insecurity of existence for 
the masMs of population are on the increase 

WhUe increasing the dependence of the workers upon capital, 

the capitalist system creates the great power of combined labor. 

Marx traced the development of capitalism from the first germs 
of commodity economy and simple exchange, to its highest forms, i 

to lai^ge'Scale production*. 

And the experience of all countries, whether old or new, dearly 
shorn year after year, to an ever greater number of workers, the 
truth o£ Marx*s teaching. 

Capitalism has been viaorious all over the world, but this 
victory u only the eve of the victory of labor over capitaL

It 
TOuld not explain either the ewence of wa^davery under capital- 
ism. or discover the laws of its development, or find the ^icial 
force which was ppafale of becoming the creator of a new sodety. ' 
mcan^e, the stormy revolution which aoxmipanied 
the fdl of feudalism and serfdom CTerywhere in Europe, and 
especially nr France, revealed ever more dearly the single of 
Clares as Ae basis of the whole development and its motive force. 

Not a smgle victory of political freedom over the class of feudal 
lords was won wi^out desperate resistance. Not a single capitalist 
rauntry- was established on a more or less free and 
basis widiout a life and death struggle between the different 
classes of capitalist sodety* 


Mare was a genius because he was able before anyone else to 
draw from these facts and consistently elaborate the cohdosion 
which world history teaches. This condusion is the doctrine of 
the class struggle. 


Pwple always, and always will be the stupid victims of 
deceit and self-deceit in politics, as long as they have not learned, 
to discover the interests of one or another of the dasses bdiind 
any moral, religious, poUucal and social phrases, 
and promises. The supportas of reforms and improvements will 
always he fooled by the defenders of the oldi as long as they wfll 
not re^e that every old institution, howeva absurd and rotten 
it may appear, is kept in being ^ the forces of one or the other 
of the ruling classes. And there is only one way of breaking the 
raistance of thae dasses, and that is to find, in the very sodety 
which surrounds us, and to enlighten and oiganiie far the 
struggle, the forces which can and, by their social position, must 
form the powa capable of sweeping away the old and of estab- 
lishing the new. 


Only the philosophic materialism of Mare showed the prole- 
tariat the way out of the spiritual slavery in which all oppressed 
dasses have languished up to the present. Only the economic 
theory of Mare explained the real posirion of the proletariat in 
the general system of capitalism, ‘ .
